Crackdown on rogue traders 


HACKNEY’S Trading Standards team participated in a 
nationwide operation designed to disrupt rogue traders 
this month. 

Operation Liberal, in which the Council joined forces 
with the police in the 12th annual operation of its kind, 
is designed to disrupt the activity of rogue traders, who 
prey on elderly or vulnerable victims, charging vast sums 
of money to complete shoddy building or maintenance 
work. Last year’s nationwide operation saw the arrest of 
around 300 people, nearly £3million worth of property 
recovered, and over 5,000 vehicles inspected. 

There has recently been a sharp increase in the number 
of reported doorstep rogue traders in Hackney, with 
Trading Standards recently saving two elderly residents 
a combined total of £22,000. 

The operation coincides with the launch of Hackney’s 
‘Good Neighbours Stop Rogue Traders’ campaign, which 
encourages residents to look out for unexpected building 
work outside a vulnerable neighbour’s property.

Outstanding achievement 


We want to get children 
to a place where they

H alfway through 

my interview 
with Tom 
Panagiotopoulos, 
head teacher at St Paul’s 
with St Michael’s C of E 
Primary School, there is a 
knock at the door. 

Six children appear, 
wearing waterproofs, 
wellies and enormous 
grins, and heaving a plastic 
bucket full of glistening 
lettuce leaves. 

“Wow, did you just pick 
those in your gardening 
session?” asks Tom, 
standing up to admire their 
treasure. The children nod. 

He adds: “Where are you 
taking them now?” 

The children say they are 
heading to the kitchens. 

“So they’ll go straight 
into your lunches. Isn’t that 
special?” beams Tom. 

In fact, there is a lot 
that can be said to be 
special about the school in 
Brougham Road, E8. 

This year, Ofsted 
inspectors pronounced 
it ‘outstanding’, heaping 
praise on the ‘excellent 
subject knowledge’ 
of its teachers, the 
‘exemplary’ behaviour and 
development of its pupils 
and a school life 
that ‘broadens their 
cultural experiences 
and enables them to set 
challenging ambitions for 
their future lives.’ 

You would think that 
the school was hideously 
oversubscribed. Yet despite 
being just a stone’s throw 
away from Broadway 
Market, many have not 
heard of it because it is so 
tucked away. There is not 
a single road bordering the 
school’s site. 

Instead, you walk down 
a modest drive and are met 
with an oasis of green. 
There are fruit trees 


and hazelnut trees, a new 
eco-building for reception 
children, vast playground 
for the nursery (separately 
awarded an outstanding 
early years status by 
Ofsted), sports court and 
Victorian building. 

“It’s quite a lot for us to 
maintain, particularly since 
we are single form entry, so 
there are just 30 children in 
each year. But it is so lovely 
for the kids,” says Tom. 

It is this atmosphere of 
warmth and security that 


Tom prizes above all. 

He explains: “Our 
staff and children work 
exceptionally hard to 
produce outstanding levels 
of achievement. 

“But that’s not enough. 
We want to get children 
to a place where they 
themselves believe in 
their own potential to do 
extraordinary things.” 

As well as gardening, 
every child in the school 
runs for 15 minutes every 
day, and twice a term, a 


whole day is devoted to 
a huge art project. 

Last year, the school 
choir was invited to sing in 
St Paul’s Cathedral. 

“I joined myself, in 
order to encourage more 
boys to take part. Equality 
is really important here, we 
encourage girls to 
take part and excel in 
activities that are perceived 
as being ‘for boys’ and 
vice versa,” says Tom. 

Each year, those children 
voted on to the school 


council are taken on a trip 
‘to experience democracy 
in action’. 

Tom says: “I take them 
to Whitehall, the Houses 
of Parliament, we even 
secured an invitation to 
10 Downing Street. I want 
them to understand that 
they have power to make 
real change happen.” 

That’s essential to Tom: 
“We want to produce 
children who know how to 
overcome obstacles with a 
positive outlook.” 

It seems to be working. 

In their report, Ofsted 
praised a teaching style 
that gives children ‘an 
unerringly positive’ 
attitude to learning. 

They are positive about 
the school, too. 

“Students who I taught 
when I first joined the 


school are now sending 
their own children here,” 
says Tom. 

Perhaps that’s why he 
himself has stayed at the 
school for so long? 

“Yes,” he agrees. 
Adding: “This place just 
has a special atmosphere. 

I just want more people 
to benefit from it now. 

We have spaces available 
in our nursery. Just look 
at those happy little 
people, learning in such a 
beautiful, natural setting. ” 
No wonder people never 
want to leave.

Road to mental health 


Mental health training to 
support young black men 

YOUNG black men in the borough are set to receive more 
mental health support, thanks to a recently launched 
scheme by charity Rethink Mental Illness and the Council. 
Recent statistics have shown that, within Hackney, 39 
per cent of those diagnosed with a serious mental health 
condition are black, well above the relative size of the 
borough’s black community. 

The programme aims to train mental health professionals 
in the identification and prevention of issues, as well as 
how to access support for those they work with. 

Andrew Hodges, Chief Operating Officer and Deputy 
Chief Executive at Rethink Mental Illness, said: “With 
rates of mental illness in this community disproportionately 
high, mental health awareness and support couldn’t be 
more important.” 

The training will form part of the Council’s Young Black 
Men programme, which aims to improve the outcomes 
for young black men and boys across a spectrum of social 
and educational areas.

• Place on a tray with some thyme and garlic 
and bake in the oven at 180 degrees for

thyme and butter (20g) to caramelize 

•Quarter the button mushrooms and add to 
the shallots. Cook for a further 5 mins 
until soft 

•Then add the double cream and cook for

• Make a bechamel using equal amounts of 
flour and butter (50g) and double the amount 
of milk. Start by melting the butter in a pot, 
then add the flour and whisk to form a shiny 
paste. Add the milk and continue whisking to 
a thicker consistency (it should be able to 
coat a spoon without running) 

• Slice the courgettes and aubergines to 
1cm width, then grill 

•To assemble, place 2 sweet potato half¬ 
moons in a circle (use a metal ring if you 
have one). Add the mushroom base sauce 
then layer on 2 aubergine slices and 5 slices 
of courgette. Cover with bechamel and top 
with cheese 

• Bake for 20 minutes at 180 degrees and 
serve with salad.

Councillors are elected by residents and 
serve for four years. The last borough-wide 
elections took place in May 2014. 

Councillors have a range of responsibilities, 
including helping to oversee Council services. 


They hold advice surgeries where residents 
can meet their local representative and ask 
them to take up issues of concern. Generally 
they can help with Council related matters, 
but if the issue is the responsibility of another
